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Tobin, Ditka can be proud 
of the job they did

| played in the NFL for 14 years and know 
what talent is. These guys are players and 
have much to be proud of. 

A lot of these Bears | saw piay in the Are- 
na Football League. The potential they 
showed in that league came alive Sunday. 
Mike Hohensee is a good example of that. 

He had a great season as a quarterback 
in Arena football. And on Sunday he did the 
same things he did during the summer.

Owners playing: a dangerous game 


Myth No. 14: the owners want to bust the 
union. 

They don’t want to bust the union; they 
just want to bend it severely. It might be 
semantics, but there is a difference. 

The owners need a union in order to keep 
their un-American system legal. Courts have 
ruled the draft illegal, their free agent sys- 
tem illegal, the player contract restrictive, 
and has labeled the entire league a monop- 
oly, which is illegal under antitrust law that 
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affects most American business. The only 
thing keeping the whole structure afloat is 
a collective bargaining agreement. : 

The courts have said it is all right for own- 
ers to draft employees out of college and 
hold them in perpetuity to their teams under 
a one-way contract so long as the players 
agree to such bondage through the collec- 
tive bargaining process. 

So the last thing the owners want is for the 
union to go away. They just want a weak un- 
ion, one they can manipulate for their 
purposes. 

They thought they had one as soon as Ed 
Garvey left. Management’s front man, Jack 
Donlan;-made'a big deal out of saying how 
well he got along with Garvey successor 
Gene Upshaw, how Upshaw was a “‘gentle- 
man’’ more interested in compromise than 
confrontation. It was Garvey who engineered 
and directed the strike of 1982; Upshaw 
didn’t want a strike. 

Myth No. 2: the players forced the strike. 

The players didn’t want a strike. Upshaw 
didn’t want a strike. The owners say they 
didn’t want a strike. So what happened? 

Since it is folly to get straight answers from 
either side, here is an educated guess: the 
owners underestimated the resolve of the 
players and lowballed them. Feeling more 
arrogant than ever with rising TV ratings, no 
competition from another league on the 
horizon, and no major lawsuits pending, the 
owners decided to try to eat their cake. 


Owners try to remove agents 

Their so-called offer of Sept. 7 was 
désigned to eliminate one of the last free en- 
terprise obstacles standing in their way: the 
agents who extract big contracts for rookies. 

The proposed entry-level wage scale was 
seen as a $90 million take-back by the un- 
ion. Whether those figures are inflated or not, 
the idea is to save money up front with no 
guarantee of it going to veterans. In fact, if

owners can sign young players for a fraction 
of the cost of veterans, it is likely that vete- 
rans will make up only a fraction of the 
rosters. 

The owners then used the union’s de- 
mand for free agency as a clever negotiat- 
ing ploy. The players had listed free agency 
as their No: 1 priority in their strategy book- 
let. But as long ago as last spring, Upshaw 
was backpedaling on the number system, 
saying it was a mistake to place the eight 
central demands in any order. It was a pack- 
age deal, he said. 

But management says free agency is the 
only stumbling block. According to Bears’ al- 
ternate player representative Dave Duerson, 
Upshaw told him that management refuses 
to talk about anything other than free agen- 
cy until the union takes it completely off the 
table. 


Free agency kept in spotlight 
If the union starts talking about pension 
and benefits, management refuses to 
respond until the issue of free agency is re- 
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moved. Therefore, owners can say free 
agency is the only issue. 

The owners know players don’t think free 
agency alone is worth a strike. Duerson ad- 
mitted as much before the strike. The own- 
ers also know if they can get the union to 
remove free agency, they have them where 
they want them. 

Before the 1982 strike, the owners gave 
the players a proposal. The players reject- 
ed it and went on strike. This time, the own- 
ers have not even given the players a 
proposal they feel is worth considering. Their 
only alternative was to strike. 

The owners’ decision to field replacement 
games solidified the union. One of the rea- 
sons they did this, according to one owner, 
is a fear that somewhere down the line, the 


legal process wouid declare all the striking 
players free agents if the owners refused to 
provide aiternative games. 

The fear of the legal process is a real con- 
cern for owners because they know they 
operate on the very edge of the law. They 
figure the players don’t care because they 
make an average salary of $230.000. 

History shows the owners are right in cal- 
culating that union solidarity will eventually 
erode. if the owners are arrogant enough to 
risk the good will of fans — who support 
them — they can eventually bend the union 
to their design. 

It is a dangerous. game the owners are 
playing, but when it’s the only game in town, 
owners get wrapped up in a feeling of pow- 
er that only two things can unravel. 


Courts are an obsiacie 

One is the court system. That is why Up- 
shaw sounded a familiar hint when he said 
recently in Chicago: “They (owners) talk a 
lot about what we are asking. They also have 
to talk about what they ask for. When they 
ask us for a collective bargaining agreement, 
we in turn are giving them a blanket exemp- 
tion in the draft, player movement, the waiver 
system, trading and transferring of players, 
the standard piayer contract, and other 
things. It’s time management addresses is- 
sues we're concerned with.” 

The other threat to owner arrogance is 
another league. If anybody out there has the 
money, the NFL owners are practically in- 
viting you to form a rival league. After all, 
they are laying the groundwork themselves 
by putting on ‘‘replacement’’ games and ad- 
vertising with a straight face that they will be 
competitive, entertaining, fun, and not far 
from a topflight product. 

Dallas's Tex Schramm went so far as to 
say: “A lot of great future players will be play- 
ing out there.” 

in that case, let’s go. USFL. Come back, 
World Football League. Where is the next 
Lamar Hunt? 

By fighting so hard against free agency, 
owners are inviting the ultimate free agent 
system — good, old American competition. 
The USFL drove NFL salaries from $90,000 
to $230,000 since the 1982 strike. 
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Spare Bears keep record intact

PHILADELPHIA — No matter what is writ- 
ten and said about this game, at least the 
Bears’ record was kept intact. The spare 
Bears rode a 28-point second quarter to a 
35-3 win over the Eagles in Philadelphia 
Sunday, pushing the Bears’ record to 3-0. 

All the contact in the game, though, didn’t 
match the potential for contact outside Vete- 
rans Stadium before the game. Philadelphia 
showed just how strong of a Union town it 
is when members of the Teamsters union en- 
circled the stadium on the surrounding 
streets with their 18-wheel trucks, attempt- 
ing to prevent people from driving into the 
stadium parking lots. 

Members were also out in force at each 
gate entrance, standing in the way of cars 
and people as they tried to enter. But no 
picketers were allowed inside the stadium 
gates. Only 4,074 people were brave enough 
to pass through the picket lines. At least one 
person outside the stadium was punched in 
the mouth and another was hit in the hand 
by a hurled object. 

In order to avoid any confrontation, the 
Bears had a 5 a.m. wakeup call at their hotel 
and entered the stadium before 6 a.m., 
avoiding most of the picketers. 

Picket line upsets Ditka 

Head coach Mike Ditka saw no need for 
all the demonstrating outside the stadium. 
“What are those people doing out there? 
What are they going to accomplish?” he 
said. ‘‘This game’s gonna go on. All they’re 
doing is wasting fuel, gas, energy. | mean, 
that’s silly. This is America. | thought this is 
the land of the free and the home of the 
brave. Is this just the home of the brave, you 
have to be brave to come on the field? 

“| thought anybody could do what they 
wanted to do. But we got a bunch of people 
who say, ‘No you can’t do that.’ ”’ 

Bears’ quarterback Sean Payton never got 
up at 5 a.m. for a game before. “It was a 
unique experience,’”’ he said. ‘It was just 
something we had to deal with. You have to 
adjust to a situation like that.” 

These spare Bears said last week their 
main concern was keeping the Bears’ per- 
fect record unblemished, and they wasted 
little time making sure of that Sunday. 

Chiceago went ahead 7-0 in the first quart- 
er on a nine-yard pass from Mike Hohensee 
to Lakei Heimuli. The Bears went 34 yards 
on the drive after Jim Althoff recovered an 
Eagle fumble by quarterback Scott Tinsley. 
Althoff also led the Bears with 2.5 sacks. 

The Eagles closed to within 7-3 in the se- 
cond quarter on a 27-yard field goal by Dave 
Jacobs. By that was all the scoring they 
would get on Sunday.

The Bears turned the game wide open 
with a 28-point second quarter. Right after 
the Eagles’ field goal, the Bears drove 64 
yards on six plays to score on a 20-yard pass 


from Hohensee to Glen Kozlowski, who just 


joined the Bears on Friday. Kozlowski was 
Chicago’s last cut at wide receiver earlier 
this year. 


Kozlowski relies on previous practice 
With only two days of practice Kozlowski 
had to mostly rely on what he learned in the 
preseason with the Bears. But he was able 
to hook up with Hohensee and lead the 
Bears with five receptions for 65 yards. 
“That was a little difficult because | didn’t 
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know who (Hohensee) was or how he threw 
the ball. | just played it by ear,’’ Kozlowski 
said. 

“He showed me maybe he shouldn't have 
been our last cut, | don’t know,” Ditka said. 

The Bears stopped the Eagles on their 
next possession when the Eagles failed to 
convert on a fourth and 7. When Chicago 
took over on the Eagle 27, Hohensee hit Al 
Wolden on a pass down the sidelines, but 
Wolden was stopped just short of the goal 
line. 

On the next play Chris Brewer carried the 
ball into the end zone for a 21-3 Bear lead. 

Chicago quickly stretched the lead to 28-3 
when the Eagles were forced to punt on their

next possession. Backup Eagles’ quarter- 
back Guido Merkens was forced to punt for 
Philadelphia after Jacobs was injured on the 
opening kickoff. Egypt Allen broke through 
to block the punt for Chicago, and Anthony 
Mosley picked up the bali and returned it 
nine yards for the touchdown. 

Chicago got the ball back one more time 
in the half at their.own 36 with 1:49 left. Ho- 
hensee quickly completed four passes to 
help move Chicago to the Eagles’ three. 
Then Hohensee found Don Kindt aione in the 
end zone for a three-yard touchdown pass 
and a 35-3 halftime lead, 

Hohensee enjoys the day 

Hohensee finished the game completing 
12 of 22 passes for 157 yards, three touch- 
downs and just one interception. 

“It was really a lot of fun out there. We had 
a great time,” Hohensee said. “'! felt good. 
| was confident in the guys out there.” 

The Eagles tried to put pressure on Ho- 
hensee early in the game, but it didn’t work 
because he was ready for it. “We figured 
they’d be blitzing. | think’the first three or four 
series they blitzed every down,” he said. 
“And that was to our advantage because we 
were ready for it." 

Hohensee wasn’t sacked once in the 
game. Payton, who played most of the se- 
cond half, was sacked four times. 

After the flurry of scoring in the second 
quarter, neither team even threatened to 
score in the second half. Mistakes filled the 
third and fourth quarters as both teams 
dropped numerous passes and couldn't take 
advantage of any scoring opportunities. 

Hohensee gave the coaches a lot of credit 
for the'win. ‘‘] think the coaches did a good 
job with the scouting reports and putting us

Ditka, likewise, had praise for Hohensee.

yardage with only 13 yards on three carries. 

The loss dropped the Vikings’ record in 
this strike-marred season to 2-1, one game 
behind the Bears.

Minnesota got off to a slow start before 
and after the strike was announced. To ap- 
pease its players, Minnesota decided not to 
prepare to field a non-union team before the 
strike and waited a few days after the strike 
started before it signed any new players. 
The Viking front office may have won the 
respect of its regular players, but it lost a lot 
of ground to other teams that had a list of 
players ready to go before the strike. 

Vikings find a veteran 

Still, the Vikings found one player that may 
be familiar to some fans. Rufus Bess, a 
31-year old cornerback who joined the Vik- 
ing spare team, played nine seasons in the 
NEL. 

Minnesota has two quarterbacks on its 
roster, and both are rookies. One, Keith 
Bishop, may be familiar to Chicago area resi- 
dents. He played college football at Whea- 
ton College. The other quarterback on the 
roster is Larry Miller out of Northern lowa. 

Experience is one of the major factors in 
these early games with the non-union play- 
ers. The Bears are pretty short on it, as are 
the Vikings. Other than Bess, the Vikings 
don’t have any players with more than two 
years of experience in the NFL. The players 
the Vikings list as having two years of ex- 
perience are cornerback David Evans, safety 
Ted Rosnagle and defensive end Tony 
Norman. 

Experience helps on defense 

That may give Minnesota an edge on 
defense, especially considering that 
defenses should be ahead of the offenses 
at this point.

The new NFL commissioner waited a 
month after Ulira Bowl VII to announce the 
folding of his league. 

Even he had to admit it had been quite a, 
championship game. He had seen Jim Har- 
baugh’'s last-minute touchdown pass to Ron 
Morris win it for the Chicago Bruins, 34-31 
over the Oxnard Raiders, the United Foot- 
ball League’s only team with former NFL 
ownership. But he hadn’t been able to watch 
UFL commissioner Oliver North present the 
Players Trophy to Bruins owner Walter 
Payton. 

The decision had been by then made to 
pull the plug on the older league now, in 
February 1995. It had nothing to do with Su- 
per Bowl XXIX’s TV ratings of less than half 
the UFL all-star game’s a week after the 
Ultra Bowl.

The players had been lucky. That much, 
the commissioner knew. If it hadn’t been for 
that businessman in the midwest who start- 


ed it ail, the players would have been 
reduced to crawling back to their teams af- 
ter the 1987 strike lasted all seasoh. 

Sure, the NFL owners had miscalculated 
4ack then-They thought the players:would 
break ranks much sooner. But the owners 
were willing to play a whole season with 
grateful, non-union rejects if that's what it 
took to prove the players were replaceable 
field hands. 

The owners had been firm about that. 
They simply could not change the plantation 
relationship with players that had served 
them so well. It was bad enough the players 
had gotten so uppity as to form a union. 

‘Just don’t negotiate,”’ the owners said. 
‘“Seare the players. Weaken their union to 
the point where they'll never again dare to 
challenge us.” They figured two, maybe 
three weeks of non-union games, and the 
best teams would come scrambling back to 
save the dignity of their uniforms, not to men- 
tion their won-lost records. If the best teams 
came back, the strike would be over and the 
union would be on its knees. 

The owners even thought the fans would 
accept their non-union games. At least the 
talent was equal. Everything was relative, 
wasn’t it? If the games were olose, fans 
couldn't be smart enough to notice they were 
Class AA quality. 


Fans miss the great plays 

Nearly eight years later, the commission- 
er shook his head. He should have known 
the fans would miss the great plays only top 
athletes can make. He should have known 
the owners were whistling through the grave- 
yard when they kept saying the fans would 
return. 

But hadn’t they always? Who could have 
imagined those loyal pet fans would conspire 
to undermine the NFL? 

it didn’t become public until early 1988, 
shortly after the: Packers beat the Bills in 
what the media kept calling Bogus Bow! I. 
By then, thousands of fans in NFL cities had 
spent their idie Sundays putting together a 
new league. They had lined up TV contracts, 
ownership, Stach commitments, even 
players. 

As it turned out, the piayer reps had been 
buttonholed after their meeting In November. 
No wonder the’trickle of players: across pick- 
et linés stopped so suddenly then. 


Flight attendants in the fans’ movement 
had led all the player reps to private airport 
conference rooms as soon as their planes 
returned home. There, they were introduced 
to committees of local salesmen, bankers, 
lawyers, public relations specialists, politi- 
cians and grandmotherly gourmet cooks 
who made each player rep an offer he 
couldn't refuse. 

lf they renounced their union leadership 
and their league, the players were told they 
could join a new league that would give them 
freedom to change teams. The catch was a 
salary-benefits cap, based on a percentage 
of gross income, but it was offset by a salary- 
benefits minimum. That seemed fair. The 
deal guaranteed players’ income and own- 
ers’ profits, and there seemed to be enough

money coming in from the coalition of cable 
and independent television. 

Lawyers told the players how the non- 
union games would help void their NFL con- 
tracts. Businessmen shocked them by ask- 
ing for coaching recommendations. Then 
they really stunned the players. The UFL 
opened for business with eight black head 
coaches. 

The players sure didn’t care about the pro- 
vision that turned profits over a certain level 
back to ticket buyers. But they did wonder 
what kind of financiers would go for all the 
ownership restrictions. 


Government is the perfect owner 
Thinking back, the commissioner smiled 
in admiration at the ownership plan. The 


fans’ group had gone first to city and state 
governments. They would be given the fran- 
chises, but only on the condition that politi- 
cians have no part in running them. A 
government then could sell up to 49 percent 
of its franchise, to approved investors only, 
for start-up capital. 

Doing that, the new league assured itself 
of enthusiastic, local management. It won 
friends by helping pay for schools and hospi- 
tals. And guaranteed continually modern 
stadiums without the threat of musical 
teams, although Al Davis’ state-controlled 
Raiders did some suburb-to-suburb jitterbug- 
ging. In Chicago, the Bruins opened their 
new stadium in 1990.

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Real Bears begin 
their own practices 


While the spare Bears practiced each day 
last week in Lake Forest, the real Bears be- 
gan their own organized practices last week 
at a suburban high school. 

The striking players practiced Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday last week under the 
direction of player representative Mike Sin- 
gletary. Singletary had hoped all the Bears 
would attend the practice sessions, but six 
players on the 45-man roster missed the first 
two.practices. They are Doug Flutie, Wil- 
liam Perry, Paul Blair, Vestee Jackson, 
Ron Morris and Sean Smith. 

The Bears held an hour long practice on 
Monday and a 45-minute workout on Wed- 
nesday. 

Head coach Mike Ditka said Wednesday 
he saw no reason for the real Bears to be 
working out. ‘| would recommend they don’t 
work out,” he said. ‘“‘What are they gonna 
accomplish practicing? They could go out 
and run on their own. Who are they fooling?” 

Singletary said the Bears are practicing to 
keep their timing down and thinking straight 
but Ditka said, ‘‘That’s a fallacy. Last week 
would have made sense because | thought 
we were going to play Sunday. But now that 
they know they’re not going to play for a long 
time, why practice?”’ 

So far the Bears remain united while on 
strike. No player has crossed the picket lines 
yet, though the Bears haven’t manned a 
picket line at Halas Hall. 

But assistant player representative Dave 
Duerson said the Bears may demonstrate 
somewhere on Sunday while the non-union 
teams play. 

There was talk last week about possible 
disturbances in Philadelphia before the 
Bears-Eagles game. The AFL-CIO Council 
in Philadelphia asked the mayor to cancel 
the game because of potential problems, but 
the mayor refused the request. 

The Philadelphia AFL-CIO Council an-

nounced plans for a 24-hour picket line at 
Veterans Stadium and for a rally to begin at 
10 a.m., three hours before the kickoff is 
scheduled. 

“If they have guns |’ll be long gone,’ Dit- 
ka said. 

e THE NEVADA ODDS MAKERS put out 

a line on the NFL games last week, even 
though it was just about pure guess work. 
The line listed the Bears as one-point 
favorites over the Eagles. 
. ‘It must be the uniforms,” Ditka said. 
“That's all | can figure. How can anybody 
put a line on these games? That doesn’t 
make any sense. | have no idea why 
Philadelphia wouldn't be favored. | don’t 
know what Philadelphia has, and they don’t 
know what we have.” 

What Philadelphia does have is 10 play- 
ers with NFL experience, compared to only 
two on the Bears. But that didn’t worry Dit- 
ka. ‘That only counts if they can play,”’ he 
said. : 
eEARLIER LAST WEEK Ditka became 
frustrated with the strike and called the play- 
ers ‘‘egomaniacs.” But by Wednesday he 
seemed to have cooled down and said he 
was having fun again. 

“If this isn’t fun, there is no such thing as 
fun,’’ Ditka said. “‘We took a team picture 
today. | hope we have Christmas cards this 
year so they're on there. | want copies of this 
picture to go up on my wall.” 

Ditka had quarterback Mike Hohensee as 
his guest for his weekly television show last 
week. For being on the show Hohensee 
received a free television set. “That doesn’t 
happen anywhere but in America,’”’ Ditka 
said. 

eWITH SOME MEMBERS of the NFLPA 
beginning to cross picket lines, Ditka said 
some teams could have a big edge in up- 
coming games. 

“It’s going to be a key to get key people

“The people | really respect in this thing 
are guys like Randy White and Mark 
Gastineau because they’re really going out 
on a limb,”’ Ditka said. 

eONE OTHER BIT from Ditka. He threw 
out this statement which may have been in- 
tended to get the attention of the real Bears. 
“There are a couple of players who are turn- 
ing my head at a couple of positions. There 
will probably be room on this football team 
for them regardless of who comes back or 
who doesn’t.”’ 

Ditka said a couple of the new Bears could 
make the team even if rosters aren’t in- 


creased after the strike. He refused to give 
out any names. 

°THE BEARS ADDED the following play- 
ers to their roster last week: wide receiver 
Darry! Starks, linebacker Eldridge Miller 
and defensive lineman Guy Teafatiller. 

sTHOUGH WALTER PAYTON is on 
strike, the Bears still have a Payton on their 
replacement team. Quarterback Sean Pay- 
ton, out of Eastern iilinois, is the No. 2 quar- 
terback on the team behind Hohensee. 

Payton is going through what practically 
every replacement player in the league is go- 
ing through. He’s trying to learn an entire 
football system in a matter of days. 

But he said it’s getting a little easier now 
that he’s had over a week’s time in training

“The more and more | know our offense 
the more and more | feel comfortable with 
what we’re trying to do,"’ Payton said. ‘‘You 
can go up and play rather than think and 
then act.” 

But that’s not something that's going to 
happen overnight for Payton. ‘I’m spending 
too much time being hesitant about what my 
reads are and making the play calls,’ he 
said. ‘| think overall we look pretty smooth.
